Trump tells Kim to make deal 


President says N. Korea’s weapons put ‘regime in grave danger’

SEOUL, South Korea — On Tuesday, Presi- 
dent Donald Trump didn’t threaten to unleash 
“fire and fury” or to “totally destroy” North 
Korea. He didn’t needle Kim Jong Un by call- 


ing him “Little Rocket Man.” 


Instead, at a news conference in South Ko- 
rea’s capital within range of North Korean 
artillery, Trump spoke in measured tones and 
called on North Korea’s ruler to “come to the 


Trump delivered threats, as well, calmly list- 
ing the firepower the U.S. has pointed at the 
Korean Peninsula, including three carrier 
strike groups and a nearby nuclear submarine 
— as well as “many things happening that we 
hope, we hope — in fact, I’ll go a step further, 
we hope to God we never have to use” 

“I do see certain movement, yes,’ Trump 
said at the joint news conference with South 
Korean President Moon Jae-in. “But let’s see 


what happens.”

Incumbents swept Orlando’s 
City Council elections Tuesday 
night, with commissioners 
Robert Stuart, Regina Hill and 
Jim Gray all winning new terms 
in office. 

The closest race came in Dis- 
trict 3, where Stuart won 51 per- 
cent to 49 percent over Asima 
Azam, an attorney who would 
have been the first Muslim 
American to serve on the council.

Stuart defeated her by just 122 
votes of the nearly 6,300 cast in 
the race. 

Hill, who faced six opponents, 
narrowly avoided a runoff in Dis- 


trict 5 by picking up 50.2 percent 
of the vote. Her closest rival, for- 
mer Miss America Ericka Dun- 
lap, finished with 24.7 percent. 

In District 1, Gray was elected 
to asecond full term representing 
Lake Nona and other southeast 
Orlando neighborhoods. He won 
with 53 percent of the vote. Run- 
ner-up Tom Keen finished with 
39.6 percent.

Visit Orlando deals won't 
be confidential in future

Visit Orlando will close one of 
the biggest loopholes preventing it 
from full transparency by publicly 
posting all contracts starting as 
soon as next month, Orange 
County Mayor Teresa Jacobs said 
Tuesday. 

In an interview with the Orlando 
Sentinel, Jacobs 
said all agree- 
ments with the 
county’s tourism 
agency, even 
those with third- 
party subcon- 
tractors, will be 
voluntarily re- 
ported and 
posted once ap- Jacobs 
proved by the 
agency’s board this month. 

Jacobs also said all future con- 
tracts with Visit Orlando will not 
include confidentiality agreements 
of the type it signed with the US. 
Tennis Association. 

In August, Jacobs had said such 
changes to the way Visit Orlando 
reported how it spent taxpayer 
money couldn’t happen until a new 
contract was renewed next Sep- 
tember. 

“I think this gets us in line with 
what the Legislature passed,” said 
Jacobs of the rules imposed by the 
Legislature in the spring for Visit

With tens of thousands of Puerto Rican evacuees 
arriving in Florida, pressures have mounted for 
state and federal governments to boost spending on 


affordable housing. 


At the state level, Florida Realtors this week 
pushed legislators to fully fund affordable housing 
with real-estate sales taxes earmarked for housing. 
Lawmakers in recent years have spent much of that 
money on general operating costs to keep the gov- 


ernment running. 


Sen. David Simmons said the state will face “ma- 
jor, major issues” prioritizing spending not just for 
new housing demands but also for education to 
serve the new influx. More than 90,000 people 
have arrived in Florida from Puerto Rico through 
Miami International Airport, Orlando Interna- 
tional Airport and Port Everglades since Oct. 3, 


according to the state.

Police offer victims a comforting paw 
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detective’s therapy dog trains 
to help put people at ease

Police at University of Central Florida 
have a floppy-eared solution to a serious 
problem: How to get victims of violent 
crime to give officers the information they 
need while minimizing further trauma 
that could come from repeating horrible 
details in cold interrogation rooms. 

Her name is Paisley, and she’s a 
2-year-old treeing walker coonhound— a 
breed that looks like a large beagle — who 
is training to help officers connect with 
victims and put them at ease. 

“Whatever we can do to help people in 
times of crisis, I think this can be helpful?’
